Introductlom The attached floor plans of the SNB office 
building atPark Strasse 9^ are sketches oidy. not to scale. They are 
Intended as a part of series of reports Intended as graphic indication 
of the size and equipment of SNB in Berlin. Additional offices are 
known to be at another address on Park Strasse. Rdom n^^mbers used in 
the attached plans are not the actual numbers in use in the building, 
but were used by source for convenience in reporting. 

2. Park Strasse 94 was not built as an office building, but as 
a large villa. Its German owner ir a certain Adolf GRILLE, at one time one 
of Berlin* s largest v/holesale and retail florists. The buildings sur- 
rounding the villa, some of which are also used by SNB, were designed 
and built as part of GRILLT^*s floral business. The villa has extensive 
grounds to the rear of it which once were part of the GRILLE gardens. 

The GRILLE family still lives in the villa, in the basement, and part 
of the second floor is given over to storage space for their household 
furnishings. ^

natlng the occupants of these rooms, referred not to GREENBERG, 
but to GREENFIELD. Apparently GREENDF.RG has contrived to make 
something of a mystery of himself among the German employees of 
SNB. CAI*ISADT*s subsource described him to CAI’ISADF about two 
months ago as an Englishman, and both CA^TSADF and his subsource 
persist in calling him GREENFIELD. It has been quite definitely 
established that there Is In fact no GREENFIELD on the SNB staff, 
and that CAiriSADE niust refer to GREENBERG.
